Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 11-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Tompkin et al. (US 6871 788), Yavid et al. (US 6832724), and Tanaami et al. (US 
6494373) teaches a reader for reading image information. However, none of prior art 
teaches an optical imaging system for generating an image of a region of a surface of 
component wherein the region is radically symmetrical about an axis of the component 
and emitting light, and the surface is a surface of radically symmetrical region is inclined 
at a maximum angle of 90 degree with respect to the component axis, wherein the 
imaging system comprising a mirror captures a portion of a light beam emitted from the 
radically symmetrical region and imaging system measuring the surface =at the 
measuring position as set forth in the claims.
